Measuring a Thousandth Part of a 
Second 


What can happen in the thousandth 
part of a second?

Ottawa.—After ten years in oppos!- 


tion, the Liberal party is again return- 


ed to power. In the new House, Hon, 
W. L. MacKenzie King will have a 
clear majority over all parties. of 


the three parties the Progressives 
stand second and the Government 
party third. In the three provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia 
and Quebec, the Liberals swept every 
seat. The new National Progressive 
party, by securing sixty seats, will be- 
come a _ factor in Dominion politics.

Washington.—There is much specu- 
tlation among members of Congress as 
to the possible effect of tho elections 
on tariff relations between the United 
States and Canada. Especial inter- 
est is being” taken in the situation by 
members of the House ways and 
means committee which has jurisdic- 
tion over tariff matters. Despite the 
fact that Premier Meighen, who open- 
ly advocated a high tariff for Canada, 
has been defeated, some authorities in 
Congress express the view it would 
be difficult to revive reciprocity or 

bring about mutually low tariffs. 
Representative W. R. Green, of 
the House ways and means .commit- 
tee, said the real difficulty would be 
to find a place to start. He said with 
United States’ farmers and manufac- 
turers both insisting on high tariffs, 
he did not see how reciprocity could

Nowhere is there any real idea that 
anything can now happen to prevent 
its birth, although difficult detail 
may have to be encountered, 

Downing Street was inunduated 
with telegrams of congratulation from 
all over the world. The Premier pre- 
sented to Lady Greenwood, the, wife 
of Sir Hamar Greenwood, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, the pen with which 
he signed the Irish treaty as “an ap 
preciation of your husband's efforts 
for peace.” It is recalled that the 
Prime Minister’s first speech of im- 
portance in his political career was 
delivered in the company of Michael 
Devitt at a political meeting in Wales 
in the eighties, and it was in. favor 
of home rule.
